Lewis had 
previously 
told 
his 


closest backers that he would not an 
nounce his candidacy unless he had 
enough votes pledged to insure his 
election. 


The challenge* of Lewis was 1m 


mediately accepted by Sam Gompers 
for 39 years head of the labor union 
movement in America. 


"My name will go before the con 


vention and it •will not 
be with 


drawn," Gompers said. 


Want Investigation 


John S Leheny, Idaho, brought to 


the attention of the convention the 
charges regarding tno $100,000 cam 
paign fund. 
Leheny moved that the convention 


appoint a committee to investigate 
the charges. 


The convention was unable to con 


sider his motion, however, 
because 


a previous motion of adjournment 
which had the right- of way in the 
convention's proceedings had 
been 


made 
The adjournment motion was 


adopted. President Samuol Gompers 
ruled, although, there was a large 
chorus of "noes" from those -who de 
sired that immediate action be taken 
on Leheny's motion. 


"I am of the opinion thai no cor 


poration can place one dollar among 
delegates in this convention and in- 
fl.ietice the action of the 
American 


Federation of Labor," Leheny said 


"I am opposed to Gompers, but this 


convention cannot rest under such 
a cloud," he said. 
The convention 
adjourned 
until 


2 30 p m when there was every m 
dication that the squabble over the 
alleged $100,000 campaign fund will 
probably be brought up again.

the senate Monday. 


"It is just as unjust, just as un 


holy, just as reprehensible for 
one 


civilized nation to hold another civi- 
lized nation in subjection as it 
is 


for an individual to own the flesh 
and blood of his fellow being and 
to sell and trafflr in human slavery," 
declared Norns 


Norms flayed the recent activities 


of the British military in Ireland and 
declared that promises of self 
de- 


termination made Ireland by Lloyd 
Gporge during the war were nullified 
and Ireland betrayed by the auto- 
crats who sat in secret around the 
peace table at Versailles. 


Tho British military forces, Norns 


declared, "resort to methods that vio- 
late every civilized rule of warfare 
and cannot be defended before- 
any 


honest tribune! anvwhero." 


Ho defended the methods of war 


fare employed by the Insb, asserting 
that Ireland was driven to the praxs 
tiws in self defense. 


Arguments that Irish independence 


would endanger Great Britain 
be- 


cause Ireland may be used as a base 
to attack England were ridiculed by 
Norns 
The argument followed to 


its natural conclusion, he 
declared. 


' means that England must have un 
der her flag the entire world" to pro- 
tect herself.

what he told President Harding and 
the cabinet recently made a deep im- 
pression 
For it was learned todav 


that after a trip through the West 
Mr. Coolidge came back convinced 
that the country was a good deal more 
impatient for action by congress on a 
new tai program than folks in the na- 
tional capital had been inclined to 
believe- 
Mr Coolidge reported on the senti- 


ment which he had found out west, 
particular!} among Republicans who 
felt that it was of paramount impoit- 
ance, that the tax question be dis- 
posed of without further delay. 


The new administration in Wash- 


ington has not doubted the existence 
of a strong sentiment for tax revision 
but has been unable, of coursso, to 
speed up congress because that body 
has thus far insisted in steering *ts 
own course. 


Leaders Are Worried 


But matters are growing serious 


Republican leaders in vanous parts of 
the country are worried. They Know 
that there is political d>namits in the 
tax question but they are oven more 
concerned that congress has evident- 
ly made little progress toward a so- 
lution, and hero it is almost mids>um- 
mer when the whole thing was to

South American Countries Get 


Rough Draft of President's

Tho salient features of the plan were 


The association would have no writ- 


ten constitution. 
It would function through a council 


of representatives of member nations 
whose decision -would be advisory 
rather than binding. 


Tho present allied supreme council 


could be used as nucleus for the asso 
ciatlon 
The association's plan calls for an 


international 
law court but without 


compulsory arbitration 
of disoutes 


and without penalties for failure to 
abide by the court's judgment 


The word that such diplomatic re- 


ports have been sent closely follows 
information that an association of na- 
tions hae been put on paper. 


Harding has not worked out an of 


the details of his plan, the diplomats 
reported, but they exprc-ssod tho con 
viction that he will base suggestions 
for association solely on tho coopers 
tlon between members for a world pel- 
icy of good fellowship and mutual 
helpfulness.

LEAGUE PLAN? 


Hamilton Holt, magazine editor, who 


headed the delegation of prominent pro- 
League Republicans which called on Presi- 
dent Harding during the campaign and 
p vo him assurances of their support after 
considering his pronouncements on peace, 
has addressed to the president a letter ask- 
ing him to explain to the people the terms 
of the proposed association of nations with 
which he would supplant the League. It 
is a perfectly proper request, and one 
which the president should act upon. 


The greatest war of all history was re- 


cently concluded after a toll of 10.000.- 
000 lives and all but the economic ruin 
of several nations. The United 
State-a 


was concerned vitally in this stupendous 
conflict and its consequences. It is con- 
cerned vitally with the rest of the world 
in the results which peace is to establish. 
No one. however high in power in any na- 
tion, can shut his eyes to the supreme fact 
that the peoples of the civilized nations 
all over the globe: look to associated ac- 
tion to prevent another such catastrophe 
to the world. That is the single achieve- 
ment which can justify the sacrifices of 
that war. 
"Without it the war was just 


common butchery, and the taking of ev- 
ery life plain murder. • 


The United States wantsy permanent 


peace as much as any other nation. Yet 
events in Europe are surely setting them- 
selves for'- another 
conflagration unless 


this 
nation 
joins with the 
power of 


the 
world 
in an effective 
organized 


purpose to prevent war and enforce pe^ce. 
It is more important to our future, and to 
humanity that this purpose be put into 
concrete form at the earliest possible mo- 
ment than all our domestic problems com- 
bined. 
Beside it the tariff and income 


tax are trivial. 


The nations which fought off success- 


fully the militaristic designs of the cen- 
tral powers have formed a League of Na- 
tions to preserve and enforce peace. Its 
objects as set forth in the preamble of the 
convention are as lofty as those set forth 
in the preamble to the constitution of the 
United States. The purposes of the League 
therefore are above question. The ad- 
ministration holds the League to be faulty 
in its organization. It does not object to 
its purposes, 
but to its methods. 
Mr. 


Harding promised the people that when 
elected president he would take steps to 
form a» association of nations to achieve 
the same purposes as the league, but or- 
ganized in a form that would not be ob- 
jectionable to the element whkh has as- 
sailed the League and, in our opinion, 
utterly misrepresented and unjustly ma- 
ligned it. 


The League continues to function and 


its members show no disposition to give 


it up. They are ready, however, to listen 
to any proposals the United States may 
make for a revision of the present league 
or for the formation of a new one under 
a different name. As things stand now 
the League is the only force in the world 
which has any possibility of preventing 
future warfare on an extensive scale, but 
it lacks the one potent facfor to insure 
peace, namely the prestige and support of 
the United States. 


Beause of our desire to get back to nor- 


malcy and material prosperity by some 
short-cut, we cannot overlook the tremen- 
dous fact that the problems of the war 
are unsolved and that their solution in 
the interest of permanent 
peace is the 


foremost duty wo face. The highest re- 
sponsibility which devolves upon Presi- 
dent Harding, barring none other, is to 
bring the power of the United States into 
a world concert to enforce peace. 
The 


world waits for his program, and it is 
treading on thin ice while it waits. The 
time has come when he should submit his 
proposals and terms for the association of 
nations 
he 
discussed at length dur- 


ing the campaign. 


BEWARE THE JINGO PRESS 


AND POLITICIANS 


The instructive articles on the Orient 


written by Charles Edward Russell for 
the Post-Crescent 
have shed a deal of 


light on the Japanese situation and ought 
to impress readers with some salient facts 
concerning the prospect of war between 
Japan and the United States. Two im- 
portant elements enter into the future re- 
lations of these nations which have to do 
with the issue of peace or war. One is"the 
growing greatness of Japan and the other 
is the jingo press and jingo politicians. 
It is possible that the commercial and po- 
litical rivalry of Japan may reach a state 
of expansion where war will be inevitable, 
but if that is the ca e it will be a war of 
acrerression nn the part of statesmen of 
that country. If we go to the bottom of 
the matter, however, there is no more 
reason 
why 
commercial 
competition 


should lead to conflict with Japan than 
with Great Britain. In the political field 
we have maintained pcsce with Great 
Britain despite the progressive develop- 
ment of her colonial policy 
Should we 


not be able to do the same with Japan' 


The greatest menace to peace between 


the United States and Japan does not lie 
in commercial or political controversies 
which cannot be settled by diplomacy and 
right understanding. It lies in the agita- 
tion for war. We in this country are no 
more immune to the spirit which looks for 
trouble with Japan than are the people 
of that r-ountry. A considerable portion 
of the press is constantly preaching war 
and preparation for war with Japan. 
It 


will have it no other way than that we 
are bound to fight. Many politicians are 
engaged in the same pernicious practice. 
There is no reason why we cannot proper- 
ly safeguard our interests and our securi- 
ty without shouting to the world that we 
are gettinc ready for war with Japan. 
It is morally certain 
that the relative 


power of the two nations will not be af- 
Kcted by either this clamor or its disap- 
pearance. Whether we have progressive 
disarmament or not the situation will be 
much the same 


It is self-evident that all this talk of 


collision with the yellow race is harmful 
and sinful. It can lead to no good results, 
while it may lead to consequences that are 
highly baneful and that may actually pre- 
cipitate the very thing we ought to culti- 
vate our statesmanship to avoid.. The sur- 
e&t way to bring on misunderstanding and 
a clash with Japan is to be eternally talk- 
ing it. is to be parading before the people 
hostile acts and policies in the Orient 
which Japan is not guilty of and which 
may never materialize. 


Where do we get the idea that blood 


must be shed between these nations? Do 
we get it from responsible statesmen in 
either land? Do we get it from leaders in. 
Japan like the Marquis Okuma and Count 
Y. Uchida. 
minister of foreign affairs? 


Do we get it from our secretaries of state 
and our presidents? Most assuredly not. 
They see peace and seek peace. 
They 


want peace. We get it from the dema- 
gogues and the flamboyant press. We get 
it from the sensationalists and the alarm- 
ists. 
They are the real peril, the real 


spark, which may light a flame between 
the two countries. 


If the governments of Japan and the 


United States are left to work out the 
problems attending their future relation- 
ships in calmness and reason, there should 
be no probability of war. It is the atti- 
tude of public mind we should cultivate 
in this country. If we did it doubtless 
would reflect itself soothingly in Japan.

ADTOBOYOGRAPHY 
Chapter 14—Squint 


Squinting is a serious error for a fellow to fall 


into. A kid in our neighborhood had cross-eyps, or 
strabismus as dad saJd it should be called, and one 
day that kid got into A fight with two youngsters 
and he was nearly killed. It seemed he met the 
two youngstfrs for the first time near the school 
yard, and on sizing them up he decided he could 
whip the smaller of the pair and told the little one 
so. but they thought he meant both, 
from 
the 


way he looked at them, and so they hopped on and 
punched ths stuffiinr out of the poor kid. 


Some children are born cross-eyed. 
Some very 


far-sighted children achieve cross-eyes at about the 
age of three or four years, when the child begins 
to use the eyes considerably for near work, such 
as looking at picture books, playing with toys. This 
kind of squint often appears soon after an illness, 
but no particular illness can be said to cause cross 
eyes: the illness merely weakens the eye muscles 
and their nerve control temporarily, and so the 
squint appears. This kind of squint, in which the 
eyes turn in. may be corrected by the adjustment of 
spectacles which overcome the underlying far-sight- 
edness, provided the glasses are adjusted shortly 
after the squint manifests itself. If there be much 
delay in having the eyes examined, the cure of the 
cross-eyes by glasses alone may become impossible. 


In rare instances squint or cross-eye may spon- 


taneously correct'itself, but it is never good policy 
to wait for a child to "outgrow" such a handicap. 


It is unwise to postpone the adjustment of suit- 


able spectacles to the eyes of a' young child with 
convergent squint on the mistaken theory that it 
s well to wait until the child is more matured, for 
while awaiting this uncertain time the sight of 
one eye may be quite lost. As a rule, the chance to 
cure cross-eye is before the child is six years old. 
after that, there is small chance for cure without 
operation. In many cases of cross-eye operation is 
absolutely necessary to straighten the eyes and 
prevent loss of the sight of one eye. 


In the form of strabismus or crosseyes sometimes 


present at birth the trouble is an abnormality of the 
muscles which move the eyeball, either deficiency 
or overdevelopment of certain of the muscles. These 
cases generally require some form of surgical treat- 
ment, since they are not amenable to glasses, not 


ing dependent on visual or refractive prrors like 


the form of squint a child achieves. The surgical 
treatment is usually given when the child is a few 
years old. 


In certain individuals who are very near-sighted 


the eyes tend to 
diverge—such 
individuals are 


called "wall-eyed." This tendency is overcome by 
the proper glasses to relieve the nearsightedness." 


A blind eye tends to diverge, and since the stim- 


ulus of vision to hold the eye straight is lacking, 
there is htle that can be done to-make such eyes 
straight—even operation on the eye muscles has 
but a temporary effect.

ANSWER—No danger 
whatever. 
Such 
fruits 


rather tend to prevent appendicitis, insofar as con- 
stipation may be a factor of appendicitis. The su- 
perstitution that seeds may sometimes cause appen- 
dicitis probably arose from the occasional finding of 
seeds, hardened masses of fecal matter, and other 
foreign bodies in the appendix at operation. Such 
abnormal contents, however, find their way into the 
appendix as a result of disease, not as a cause. 


Dog Cone Worry 


My seven-year-old boy WAS bitten by a dog.' The 


dog wag killed and the head sent away for examina- 
tion. The report returnpd was that the dog had 
rabies. Do?s the boy have to be treated, or is that 
only a fad' Don't hospitals get state appropriations 
which would compel them to treat cases when the 
patient can't pay their excessive charges? Mrs. B

ANSWER—The treatment to prevent rabies in 


the boy is certainlv necessary. It may be adminis- 
tered at home by any good doctor, the virus being 
shipped by mall as required throughout the course 
of treatment. Possibly your state does appropriate 
funds for such use—your local health office or the 
state health department will be able to tell you 
about that.

Digging Up Jerusalem

Washington, D. C.—With Jerusa*- 


lem out of Turkish power, an exca- 
vation beneath the celebrated Dome 


of the Rock, one 
of 
the 
mystery 


places 
of 
the 


world, 
is 
being 


planned. 
To sci- 


entists who 'read 
history 
in 
old 


foundations 
and 


bits 
of 
pottery, 


this Dome of the 
Rock 
has 
long 


been 
regarded 


as a tantalizing 
treasure trove. 


Here, Solom- 


on's 
temple un- 


doubtedly 
stood 


until 
its 
ruined 


walls 
were bur- 


led 
beneath 
a 


mass 
of debris. 


Over this other templss were built 
and destroyed and the present Dome 
of the Rock wes erected, so that the 
walls 
of Solomon's 
famous temple 


must be sought a hundred feet below 
the surface. 


Farther down the hill, where the 


treasure vaults and secret places of 
the old temple were, science hopes 
perhaps to find some of the gold and 
jewels 
of the temple, or even the 


Ark of the Covenant. 
It is certain 


that unexplored subterranean 
pas- 


sages exist in this area, and what is 
more likely 'than that prieses carried 
their 
treasures to safety when the 


temple was threatened with destruc- 
tion? 


Until 
now, there 
has been 
no 


chance 
for excavators to prove or 


disprove 
their theories. The Turks 


guarded the temple area with fierce 
strictness, holding: it only a little less 
sacred 
than the sacred mosque at 


Mecca, 


The reason for this extreme Moslem 


devotion was a great brown rock, 
80x45 
feet long and 
over four feet 


ligh, which figures prominently in 
Mohammedan 
history. 
From 
this 


rock, 
Mohammed is said to 
have 


mounted his horse, Al Burak, 
the 


lightning, and to have ridden off to 
leaven. The footprint of the prophet 
.eft a dent in the rock which anyone 
may see to this day. The rock aspired 
:o follow the prophet and started up 
a few inches, but the Angel Gabriel 
put a finger on the surface and saved 
it to the children of earth. Hence an- 
other dent in the 
rock, also plainly 


visible. 


This rock is further to be venerated, 


the guides say, because it is the cen- 
ter of the earth, and 18 miles nearer 
to heaven than any other place. Here 
Noah's Ark rested after the flood, and 
here Abraham prepared to offer up his 
son as a sacrifice. Lest this is not suffi- 
cient local color, the guide adds that 
here too Jacob had his angelic vision. 


Where IJIohanuned Prayed 


It is, moreover, a desirable place in 


which to pray. There is a record that 
Mohammed prayed hers in a cavern 
beneath the rock, after which he de- 
creed 
that 
prayers 
here were one 


thousand times as efficacious as those 
from less holy places. 


All these associations and many 


more make every inch of the rock sac- 
red to the Moslems. Back in the sev- 
enth century 
when the last of the 


Tfwish 
temples had been destroyed 


and the place lay deserted and covered 
with rpfuse, the Turks cleared off the 
rock and built over it a beautiful 
building, with blue tiled dome, colored 
marble pillars, stained glass windows, 
and soft rugs on the floor. In this dim, 
octagon-shaped hall, the rock has re- 
posed ever since, guarded by screens 
of iron and wood. 


Less than a hundred years ago, It 


would have meant death to a Chris- 
tian or a Jew even to venture inside 
the Domp of the Rock, as the building 
was called. 
And when 
feeling be- 


came less 
intense, so long as the 


Turks h^ld Jerusalem, an unbeliever 
was 
permittPd in the building only 


when accompanied by native guides. 


With all precautions, the most de- 


vout of the Mohammedans protested 
against foreign interest in the holy 
rock. Two American women were shot 
at one day by a fanatic who resented 
iheir intrusion in the hollow beneath 
:he rock whore MoharnmeS prayed. 
Archeologists were regarded with spe- 
cial suspicion. 


Scientists interested in excavations 


In 
Jerusalem 
tried every 
possible 


means to get permission to explore 
the ground beneath the huge rock, but 
with scant success. 
The Turks op- 


posed any digging because it was pro- 
hibited for anyone to touch the rock. 
Once a year, at a special ceremony, a 
high functionary dared to dust off the 
surface and collect the dust, which 
was sold as a potent cure for sore 
eyes. 


The regions below the rock, too, the 


Turks wished kept free from contam- 
ination. 
They did not agree exactly 


what was beneath the surface. 
Some 


believed that the rock must rest on 
the. branches 
of a palm tree at the 


roots of which all the rivers of the 
world had their source. Others held 
that the rock was Just over Paradise, 
and still others thought it led down to 
Hades. In any case, it was unani- 
mously agreed among 
the Moslems 


that the rock was no place for a mor- 
tal to go poking around. 


A Secret Exploration 


One bold attempt to solve some of 


the fascinating mysteries was made 
by several Englishmen some 10 years 
ago. They found a curator who aaw 
no harm in their digging around the 
place, 
provided 
the 
arrangements 


were satisfactory to him and no dam- 
age was done. 
The scientists were 


allowed to dig and explore when the 
building was -empty. It was a hazard- 
ous 
business, because all day long 


Moslems came to regard the precious 
rock. After a few hours work at 
night all traces of disturbed ground 
and all tools must be carefully con- 
cealed. With these disadvantages, the 
Englishmen made little' progress be- 
fore they were discovered. They fled 
the city at once, even while the irate 
Mohammedans were crying to the au- 
thorities for their imprisonment or 
death. 


Another excavator received permis- 


sion from the civil authorities to ex- 
plore beneath the rock in the cavern 
where Mohammed prayed.' But he got 
only 
a little way with 
his digging 


when antagonism became so intense 
that permission had to be withdrawn. 


Now 
the 
rectrictions of Turkish 


scrupulousness 
are 
removed. 
The 


temple area has as many historic and 
religious associations for the Christian 
and the Jew as it had for the Turk, 
but both of the former would like the 
temple mysteries solved. The Ark of 
the Covenant, even such fragments as 
might remain, after all these years, 
would be of infinite value to the Jews, 
most 
of which 
have avoided 
the 


temple area for fear of treading over 
the spot where the Ark or the Law of 
Moses may be hidden. The tablets of 
the law were kept within the Ark in 
the innermost part of the temple. The 
reason for thinking that they may bo 
found here is that Jeremiah, the pro- 
phet, was said to have hidden the Ark 
on Mt Moriah, the hill on which the 
Dome of the Rock stands. 


The 
seven - branched candlestick 


which was one of the most prominent 
temple furnishings is another missing 
relic. This candlestick was unique be- 
ing five feet high, of beaten gold and 
worth 
about 
$25,000 in our money 


After Titus sacked Jerusalem he is 
supposed to have taken it to Rome to 
be carried in his triumphal procession. 
This is borne out by the carvings ot 
the Arch of Titus in Rome showins 
the 
candlestick 
as it was 
carried 


Whether it ever found its way back to 
Jerusalem is not known. 


These are the most eagerly sought 


relics of the temple, but in addition 
there 
are all the gold and precious 


stones 
which 
the people of Israel 


poured into its vaults to be accounted 
for. 
The gold and silver alonr, col- 


lected before the te^nple was built are 
supposed to have been worth two or 
even three billions of dollars. 
Much 


of this wealth was no doubt seized by 
the plunderers of Jerusalem. But so 
many passages honeycomb Jit Mori- 
ah that archaeologists think it not un 
likely that some of the treasure was 
safely disposed of. 


The old foundations are so deeply 


embedded in the ground that it will 
take much time and careful labor to 
excavate 
area without injury to ex- 


isting structures 
In the end, iC no 


treasure or ancient relics are discov- 
ered, at lenst the mystery of what the 
sacred rock conceals need no longer 
puzzle either science or the Turk.
